We cannot afford to “throw 
ouf the baby with the bath.’”’ 
There are some phases of land- 
markism which we do not need. 
There are some benefits from 
impact that we dare’ not lose. 
Southern Baptists are the most 
and vital Baptist 
group in the world. Where Bap- 
tists have been most distinc- 
tive without being perfection- 
ists they have excelled in 
growth. 

Southern Baptists do not need 
to surrender any distinctives 
in order to eliminate their 
faults. They ‘need to mature, 
grow in. grace. They do. not 
need to be, weaker in order to 
become better. Much is made 
of the superior quality of Bap- 
tists elsewhere: Well, what: has 
it produced? How has ‘it re- 
produced. Has God blessed it 
with winsome effectiveness? 
We are talking about this su- 
perior quality claim. 

What Is Gained? 

A better quality in some re- 
spects is easier when members 
are few. However, if the sur- 


render of great convictions is 


necessary to make us more ac- 
ceptable, what have we gained? 
It is not: a question of down- 
grading distinctiveness or havy- 
ing less quality. We can have 
both great convictions and qual- 
ity. It takes much more walk 
and tune. Besides, our defini- 
tion of quality. needs to be re- 
vised. Is quality to be the pos- 
session of a religious aristoc- 
racy, of is it to be the achieve- 
ment of the few for the benefit 
of the many? In the midst of 
the many. we now have a siz- 
able minority of quality. Hav- 
ing the many Who are undeve- 
loped brings down our average.’ 
So what? Are we to ignore and
